INTER-OCEANIC SHIP-CANAL. 


Routes—A Preference 
Given tothe Nicaragua One. 
Wasuineton, Nov. 28.—The Commission ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Navy to investi- 
gate the merits of the various ship-canal routes 


for connecting the Pacific and Atlantic Oceaus 
has prepared a preliminary report which will be 


presented to the President to-morrow. Gen. 
Humphreys, of the Army; Commodore Am- 
men, of the Navy, and Capt. Patterson, of the 
Coast Survey, constitute the Commission. The 
problem of 
pied the attention, as the report says, of states- 
men, navigators, and marivers for at least 875 
gears. The enormous saving of distance, time, 
cost, and risk which it would give to the world 
bas been carefully tabulated. There remains 
nothing to show but the feasibility of 
the route. This, the Commissiosers’ re- 
port claims, bas been done in the surveys 
made upon the Nicaragua route. The Commis- 
sion examined all the reports of surveys that 
have been made. Under the Darien route there 
are several distinct surveys: The Nap-pi, re- 
cently reported in these dispatebes by Lieut. 
Collins; the Caledonia, the Sasardi, and the San 
Blas. Besides these are the reports upon the 
Tehuantepec, the Nicaragua, and the Panama 
routes. The surveys of the Panama and Nicara- 
gua routes were made by Capt. Lull, of the Navy. 
Capt. Schufeldt, of the Navy, surveyed the Te- 
huantepec route, and Capt. Selfridge, of the 
Navy, the others. All these gentlemen were be- 


| fore the commission in its recent examination, 


and with maps aided in the explanation of the 
reports made by them. Upwards of $60,000 has 
been already expended upon these surveys. It 
is Dow. as of the highest importance 
that tbe United States take some action at once 
to carry out the feasible plaus of the sbip canal, 
in order to prevent either France or England 
from coming in and reapiog the honor and 
profit of this great enterprise. 
The result of thie work cannot be fully. esti- 
The great saving in the carryiog trade 
and the facilitating of the connections between 
Eastern Asia and Western America with Europe 
cannot be readily surmised. When the canal is 
completed nearly oue-half of the carrying 
trade of the world will be revolutionized. 
The commission has made a most thoreugh 
examination of all the evidence before them, 
y urge upon Congress the need 
of speedy action. Besides the testimony of the 
naval officers who have made the surveys. they 
had also the testimony of a Civil Commission 
made up of Messers. 
Maj. McFarland, of the Army Eusineer Corps, 
who have examined carefully the feasibility of a 
ship canal. In examining tbe various revoris 
objections of an almost insurmountabie 
nature were found in all but the - Nicar- 
agua route. It is a longer route than any of the 
others, with the exception, perhaps, of the Te- 
buantepec route, bat its otber advantages more 
than make up the bad feature of length. It is 
the only route where the climate is not dau- 
gerous to health. In the lower routes the 
malaria would destroy the greater por- 
tion of the workmen before the canal 
would be completed. It is the only 
route where &® proper supply of water 
could be found. Lake Nicaragua upon this route 
being capable of furnishing a constant and uni- 
form supply of water. The other routes are 
very defective in many other ways. They ex- 
tend through a worthless waste of conntry that 
is impossible of development. The route 
through Nicaragna is represented asthe para- 
dise of Central America, and would return un- 
told wealth under proper development. 
The cost of the sbip-cana! via the Nicaragua 
route is thus recapitulated by A. G. Menocal, 
Chief Engineer of Capt. Bull's expedition. The

But, brief as it necessarily 
must be, I am sure it will interest thousands of 
your readers, for it solves the great question, 
„Is the Victoria Niyanza one lake, or does it 
consist of a group of lakes?” such as Living- 
stone reported it to be. In answer to the query, 
I will begin by stating that I have explored, by 
means of the Lady Alice, the whole of the 
southern, eastern, and northeastern shores of 
the Victoria Niyanza, have penetrated into every 
‘pay, inlet, and creek that indent its shores, and 
have taken thirty-seven observations, so that I 
feel competent to decide upon the question at 
issue, without bias or prejudice to any bypothe- 
sis. I have a mass of notes relating to the 
countries I have visited, and ample means of 
making. a proper chart, at my camp 
but I have neither pa- 
per, parallel rules, nor avy instrument 
whatever, to lay down the positions I have 


taken, with meat present. I merely took an 


artificial horizon, sextant, chronometer, two an- 
eroids, boiling-point apparatus, sounding-line, a 
few guns, ammunition, and some provisicns, as 
I wished to make tbe boat as light as possible, 
that she might work easily in the storms of the 
Niyanga. But when I reach camp I propose to 
draw a correct chart of the Niyanza, and write 
such notes upon the several countries I have 
visited as will amply repay perusal aud study. 
AMERICAN SURVEY OF THE LAKE. 

I haye already informed you that our camp at 
Kagebyi, in Usukuma, is situated in iongitude 
83 deg: 13 min. east, and latitude 2 deg. 31 min. 
‘south. Before starting on the exploration of 
the lake, I ascertained that Muanza was situated 
a few miles west, almost on the same parallel of 
latitude as Kagehyl. Now, Mnanza is the point 
whence Speke observed the Victoria. Niyanza, 
and where he drew his imaginary sketch of 
the lake from information given to him by 
the natives. If you will look at Speke’s map 
you will find that it contains two islands,— 
Ukerewe and Maziti. Looking at the same ob- 
jects from Kegebyi, I would have concluded 
that they were islands myself; but a faithful 
exploration of the lake has proved that they are 
not islands, but a lengthy promontory of land 
extending from longitude 34 deg. 46% min. east 
to longitude 32 deg. 40 min. 15 sec. east. That 
part of the lake that Speke observed from 
Muanza is merely a huge gulf, about 25 
miles wide by 65 miles long. To the noble 
Lake Niyanza Speke loyally added that of 


Victoria, as a tribute to his Sovereign, which let 
no man take away ; but, in order to connect for- 


ever Speke’s name to the lake which he dis- 
eovered, I have thought it but simple justice to 
the gailant explorer to call this immense gulf 
Speke Gulf. If you look again on Speke's 
map you will observe how boldly be has 
sketched the Niyanza, stretching east würd 
and northeastward. Considering that be drew 
it from mere native report, whi never 
yet was exact or clear, I must say that I do vot 
think any other mau could have arrived so near 
the truth. I must confess that I could not have 
done it myseif, for I could make nothing of the 
vague and mythical reports of the natives of 
Kageyi. ) 
AT THE MOUCH OF THE SHIMEEYU. 

Proveeding east ward to tae uuknowu and fabu- 
lous distance in the Lady Alice, with a picked 
crew of eleven men and a guide, I coasted along 
the sonthe:n coastof the lake, round many a 
noble bay, until we came to the mouth of the 
Shimeeyu, in longitude 33 deg. 33 min. east, 
latitude 2 deg. 35 min. south,.—by far the 


noblest river that empties into the lake that 
we have yet seen. The Shimeeyu has a length 
of 870 miles, and is the extreme southern sonrce 
| Of the Nile. Before emptying into the late 
it unites with the Luamberri River, whence it is- 
sues in a majestic flood to Lase Victoria Niyan- 
za. At its mouth it is a mile wide, but cuntracts 
as we proceed up the river to 400 yards. Even 
by itself it would make no insignificant White 
Nile. By accident our route through Itaru took 
us from its birthplace, a month's march from the 
lake, aud along many a mile of its crooked 
course, urtil by means of the Lady Alice we 
were enabled to see it enter the Niyanza, a river

Large 
islands are also numerous, some of which lie 80 
close to the mainland that if we bad not hugged 
ite shore closely we should have mistaken them 
for portions of the mainland. North of Bariogo 
the land ie again distinguished by lofty bills.

Jnyara, the language of whose people is totally 
distinct from that of Usgkuma, and approaches 
to that of Ugauda and Usoga. 
THE POPULATION. 

Unyara occupies the northeastern coast of the 
Victoria Niyanza, and by observation the ex- 
treme northeastern point of the Niyanza ends 
in loagitude 34 degrees 35 minutes east and lati- 
tude 33 minutes 43 ceconds north. As I intead 
to send you a chart of the Nivanza, it is needless 
here to enter into minor details, but I may as 
well mention bere thata large portion of the 
northeastern eod of the lake is almost entirely 
closed in bythe shores of Uganaend of two 
islands, Chaga and Usugura, the latter of whic 
is one of the largest in the Nivanza. ’ 

THE GEOGRAPHICAL SITUATION. 

While Unyara occupies the northeastern coast 
of the Niyanza, Ugapa commences the vorthern 
coast ef the lake from the east, and, running 
southwest a few miles, forms here a large 
bay. It then trends westward, and the island 
of Chaga runs directly north and south for 
8 miles at a distance of 12 miles from the oppo- 
site coast of Unyara. With but a narrow chan- 
nel betweee, Usuguru Isiaed runs from the 
southern extremity of Chaga, im a south-soutb- 
easterly direction, to within 6 miles from the 
eastern shore of the main-land. Thus almost a 
lake is formed eeparate from the Nivyanza. 

North of Chaga Island, Usoga begins with the 
large district of Usowa, where we met with tbe 
firs: hostile intention—though not act, as the 
act was checked by show of superior weapons 
on the part of the natives. Thence, as we pro- 
ceed westward, the districts of Ugamba, Uvira, 
Usemu, and Utamba line the coast of Usoga. 

Where Utamba begins, large islands again be- 
come frequent, the principal of which is U rums 
an independent country, and the largest iu the 
Victoria Niyanza. 

FIRST ATTACK BY NATIVES. 

At Uvuma we experienced treachery and hos- 
tility on the part of the oatives. By show of 
tmeudship on their part we were induced 40 gail 
withia a few yaris of the shore while a mass of 
natives were bid in ambush behind the trees. 
While sailing quietiy bv, exchanging friendiy 
greétings with them, we were suddenly attacked 
with a sbower of large rocks, sevéral of which 
struck the boat; but the helm being quickly put 
“hard up,” we sheered from shore to & safer 
distance, but not before one of the rastals was 
laid dead by a shot from one of my revolvers. 

After proceeding some miles we entered a 
channel between the Islands of Uvama and 
Bugeyeva, Sat close to the shore of Uvuma. 
Here we @scovered a fleet of large canoes— 
thirteen in ember—carry.og over 10) warriors 
armed with Sields and spears aud slings. The 
foremost ca, ge contained baskets of sweet po- 
tatoes, witch the people held u ag f they were 
desirous to trade. I ordered my ,evple to cease 
rowing, end as there was but a slight breeze we 
still beld on with the sail and permitted the 
canoe to approach, 

/ SECOND ATTAOK. 

While we were hargainiag for potatoes with 
this canoe. the other cauoes came wo eud blocked 
the boat, while the peoble began to lay bands on 
everything; but we found them purpose out, aud 
I warned the canoes away with my gun. They 
jeered at this, and immediately seed their 
Spears and shields, while one canoe basteved 
away with some beads they had stolen, and 
which a man insolently heid up to my view, aod 
invited us to catch him. At sight of this I fired, 
and the mao fell dead in his canoe. The others 
prepared to launch their s earn, but the repeat- 
ing rifle was too much for the crowd of warriors 
wno had hastened like pirates to rob us. Tree 
were sbot dead. and, as they retreated, mv ele- 
phant rifle smashed their canoes, the result of 
which we sawin the confusion attending each 
shot. Afterafew shots from the big gun we 
continded on our wav, still hugemg the shore of 
Uvuma, for it was uunecessary to fly after such 
an exhibition of iogtorious conduct on the part 
of thirteen canoes, containing in the aggregate 
over 100 mob., 

In the evening we anchored in the channel be- 
tween Uvuma and Usoga, in east long. 33 deg. 
40 min. 15 sec., and north lat. 0 deg. 30 min. 9 
seo. 

NAPOLEON CHANNEL—RIPON FALLS. 

Next moruing, the current perceptibly growing 
stronger as we advanced north, we entered the 
Napoleon Channel that separates Usoga from 
Uganda, aud then saited acrossto the Uganda 
shore. Having arrived close to the land we 
1 down sail and rowed toward the Ripon 

alis, the noise of whose rushing waters sounded 
loud and clear in our ears. The lake shoaled 
rapidly, and we halted to survey the sdene at a 
spot half a mile from the first mass of foam 
cansed by the escaping waters. Speke has been 
most accarate in his description of the outflow- 
ing river, aod bis pencil has dove fair justice to 
it.

ROYAL NAVAL WELCOME. 

Arriving at Beya, we were weicomed by a fleet 
of canoes gent by Mtesa to couduct us to Murchi- 
son Creek. , 

On the 4th of April I landed amid a concourse 
of 2,000 people, who saluted me witha deafen- 
ing volley of niusketry aod waving of flags. 
Katakiro, the chief Mukupgu, or officer in Ugan- 
da, then ccnducted me to comfortable quarters, 
to which shortly afterwards were brought six- 
teen goats, ten oxen, an immense quantity of 
bananas, plantains, sweet potatoes, besides 
eng, chickens, milk, rice, 22 and butter, 
After such a royal and bountifal att I felt more 
curiosity than ever to see the generous mouarcn, 

MTESA’Ss RECEPTION, — 

In the afternoon Mtesa, having prepared be- 
forehand for my reception, sent to say tbat he 
was ready to receive me. Issuing out of my 
quarters I found myself in a broad street 80 feet 
wide aod half a mile long, whicb lined by 
bis pereonal guards and attendants, 
aod their respective retioues, to the number of 
about 3,000, At the extreme end of this street 
and fronting it was the King’s audience Snare. 
in whose shadow I saw dimly the figure of the 
Kiog sitting in a chair. 

As I advanced toward him, the soldiers contin- 
ued to fire their guns. The drums, siateen in 
number, beat a fearful tempest of sound, and 
the flags waved, until I became conscions that 
all this display was far beyond my merits, and 
consequeatly felt greatly embarrassed by so 
flattering a reception. Arrived before the audi- 
ence-bouse the Kiug rose.—a tall and slender 
figure, dressed in Arab costume,—approached 
me a few paces, held out his hand mutely, while 
the drums continued their terrible poise, and we 
stood silently gazing at each other a few miu- 
utes, I, indeed, more embarrassed than ever. 
Bat soon, relieved {from the oppressive noize of 
the huge drums and violence of the many 
screaming, discordant fifes, | was invited to sit, 
Mtesa first showing the example. followed by 
his great Captains, about one hundred in num- 
ber.

HIS PERSONAL APPEARANCE. 

Moré at ease, I surveyed the figure and fea- 
tures of this powerful monarch. Mtesais about 
34 years old, tall and slender in build. as I have 
already stated, but with broad sbouilders. His 
face is very agreeabie and pleasant, and indicates 
1oteiligeace aad in Iduess. His eyes are large, 
his nose and month are & great improvemeut 
upon those of the common t of negro, 
and approach to those of the seat Arab 
slightly tainted with nero blood. His teeth are 
splendid, and gleaming white. 

MANNER OF ADDRESS. 

As soon as Mtesa began to speak I became 
captivated by his manner. for there was much of 
the polish of atrue gentleman about it—it was 
at once amiable, graceful. and friendly. It as 
sured me that in Mtesa I bad found a friend, a 
geverous King, and an imtelligent ruler. He is 
infinitely superior to Sevd Burghash, the Arab 
Sultan of Zanzibar, sud be appeacs to me like 
a colored gentleman who has visited European 
eourts, whence he has caught a certain polish 
aud ease of manner and a vast amount of 
informatioon which he has collected for the im- 
provement of his race. If you will recollect 
that Mtesa is a native of Central Africa, aod 
that he had seen but three wnite mea until I 
came, you will, perhaps, be ag much astonished 
as I was. And if you will but think of the 
enormous extent of country he rules, extending 
from east tude 34 to east longitude $1, and 
from north laditude 1 to south laticude 3.30, you 
will perceive the immense influence he could 
wield toward the vivilization of Africa. Indééd, 
I could not regard this Kiog or look at 
him in any other light than the Augus- 
tus by whose means the light of the Gospel 
will be br t to benighted Middle Africa. 

Undoubtedly the Mtesa of to-day is vastly su- 
perior to the vain youth whom Speke and Graot 
saw, There is uo batchery of men or women: 
eeldom one suffers the extreme . punishment. 
S eke and Grant left bima raw. vain youth, aud 
a beathen. Heis now a gentiemanm, and, pro- 
iessing Islamism, submits to otber laws than his 
own erratic will, which, we are told, led to severe 
and fatal consequences. All his Captains and 
chief officers profess the same creed, dress in 
Arad costume, and in other ways effect Arab 
custom. He bas a guard of 200 men—renegadoes 
from Baker's Expedition, Zanzibar defalcators, 
a few Omaui, and the elect of Uganda. 

His COURT. 

Bebind bis throne, an armchair of native 
mauufacture, the Royal shieid-bearérs, lauce- 
bearers, and gun-bearers stand erect and staid. 
On either side of him are his grand chiefs and 
courtiers, sons of Governors of bis provinces, 
chiefs of districts, ete. Outside the audience- 
house the lengthy lines of warriors begin with 
the chief drummer and the noisy goma beaters. 
Next come the seieamiag fifers, tue flag and 
banoer bearers, the fusiliers, aud so on seem- 
ingly ad infinitum. with spearmen. 

Mtesa asked a number of questions about va- 
rious pepe thereby showing a vast amount of 
great intelligence. 

GAYETY AND REJOICING. 

The King bad @rrived at this cainp—Usavara— 
fourteen days before my aerfival, with this im- 
meuse army Of followers, for the purpose of 
shooting birds, He now pro to return, 
after two of three days’ test, to his capital at 
Ulagdlia, or Uragara. Hach day of my stay at 
Usavara was a sene of gayety and rejoicing. 
Qn the first alter my aritval we bebeld a 
grand maval review,—eighty-four canoes, 


each manned by from thirty to forty men, 
offered. He 


containing in the aggregate about 2,500 
mes. We had excellent races, and witressed 
various maoeuvres by water. Each Admiral 
vied with the other in extolling aloud the giory 
of tbeir monarch, or in exciting admiratioa from 
the hundreds of spectators on shore.

FELLow-MEMBERS OF THE Aon ro: It is just 
one year since a few men were astembied in this city 
to organize an Association, which their experience had 
taught them would be a benefit to the railway conduct- 
ors of the United States and Canada. Their number 
wee but twenty-seven, but they arranged a brother- 
hood which, in the of their constitution, was 
“to establish ahd maintain an Association which shall 
provide for the widow and children, heirs, or represent- 
atives, of those of our members who may lose taeir 
lives, die, or become permanent y disabled, amid the 
dangers and periis of a hazardous vocation.” Their 
Object was a noble one; their brothers 
the North and West approved of their 
ment as to the  pecessity and 
of the organization, end basiened to claim its benefits 
and share ite burdens by enro ling their names, until 
to-day, with but one year behind us, and many before 
us, we trust, we number nearly 500 members. Truly 
that littie band builded wieer than they knew. when 
they iavoked those finer feelings of humanity which 
eonstrainea one to remember, even in the midst of life 
and usefulness, those relations dear, and all the chari- 
ties of wife, father, son, and brother. 

And it is my duty to acquaint you, upon this our 
first annual meetmg, with the actual condition of our 
Society, with its hopes and prospects, and it te a pleas- 
ure to add to this statement, which is required of me, 
s word of congratulation and good cheer, Our Society 
haa, within the year, increased from twerity-seven to 
neariy 500 members, and has money enough in the 
Treasury to pay all the indebtedness, and, so tar ae we 
know, we have had but one death. 

One year of official bfe has more than realized 
the expectations of those who founded the Association. 
We all rejoice that we have bad no more deaths, and 
we hope that we may not have auy the «ming 
year. I have said to you that the object of our As- 
sociation was to provide for the loved ones 
of our households, and 1 have also 
said that, during this our first yeer of existence, 
there haa been but one call for any such provision. 
But who shall eay, in view of this fact, that the end 
ef our organization has not been More than accom- 
plished? Yet in this union we have felt our bearts 

closer together in those Kindly feeclngs 
which are the nobiest attributes of human life, and 
make that life worth living for 

While denied the privilege of always extendirg 
practical relief to the suffering, we have nevertheless 
realized in a greater than ever before 
— — ae i suth a thing 2 human 

he relieved, aud that just 
in prop aay as we make ourselves the almoners of 
Gods gifts to our fellow-men and live for them and 
not for ourselves, we fulfill the great end and object of 
life, Have we not learned better than ever before the 
great lessons of life? Mindful of the necessities of 
your feilow-memb Ts, you provided for those nebessi- 
ties before they existed, “Your pity gave ere charity 
began.” [Agpiause.)

A majority of the people in any State in this 
Union can therefore, if they desire it, have an 
established chureh—under which the minority 
may be taxed for the erection of church edifices 
which they never enter and for the support of 
erseds which they do not believe. This power 
was actually exercised in some of the States long 
after the adoption of the Federal Constitution, 
aod although there may be no positive danger 
of its revival in the future, the possibility of it 
should not be permitted. Tue auspicious time 
to guard against an evil s when ali will unite in 
preventing it. 

And in curing this constitutional defect all 
possibility of hurtful agitation on the school 

uesdon should be ended aleo. Just let the old 

efferson-Madison amendment be applied to the 
States by adding the following to the inhibitory 
clauses in Sec. 10, Art. 1, of the Federal Consti- 
tution, viz. : 

No State shall make any law respectihg an estab- 
lishment of religion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; ande no mogen raised by taxation is any 
State for the support of public schools, or derived 
from any public fund therefor, shall ever be under the 
contro! of any religious sect, nor shall any money 80 
raised ever be divided between religious sects or de- 
nominations, 

This, you will observe, does not interfere 
with any State having just such a sch@)|-system 
as ite citizens may preier,—subdject to Whe single 
and simple rest: ietion that the schools shall not 
be made the areua for sectarian controversy or 
theological disputation. This adjustment, it 
seems to me, would be comprehensive and con- 
clasive,—and would be fair alike to l'rutestant 
and Catholic, to Jew and Geitile,—leaving the 
religious faith and the conscience of every man 
free and uumolested.

THE MEXICAN CATILE-THIEVES. 

Wasatnoton, D. C., Nov. 30.—Ioformation re- 
ceiyed here from the Rio Grande is to the effect 
that the troubies along that river growing out of 
the cattle raids by Mexicans are us bad as ever. 
The Mexican raiders have a contract te deliver 
18,000 bead of cattle at Monterev, and they ex- 
pect to steal them from Texas. It has also been 
ascertaiped that one great difficulty under which 
the Mexican Government labors is that, m send- 
ing soldiers to thefrontier to prevent cattle raids, 
they often desert and become cattle-thieves 
themselves, thus adding to the number of depre- 
dators tostead of decreasing them. The 
cattle thus stolen from Texas are shipped 
efter being run into Mexico, Cortina himself 
having been detected some time ago in shipping 
cattle from Bagdad, a small towu on the south 
bank of the Bio Grande, for Cuba, such cattle 
bearing the marks of Texas owners. It is also 
known that these cattle-thieves are engaged to a 
great extent in emugegling — into Texas, and 
on their return étips carry droves of cattie with 
them. 


A COLLAPSED CORNER.

Miuwavukar, Nov. 30.—No. 2 wheat, which was 
worked up to $1.20, fell at once after the expir- 
ing of the bour for settling to $1.043<, and there 
are 1,500,000 bushels on the hands of the corner 
to sell for what they can get.

GROWING UP TO SPECIE PAYMENTS. 
Mr. Senator Fenny, of Michigan, has in a 
recent interview endeavored to present his 
views on the financial question to the public. 
Some years or more ago, Mr. Ferry was 
conspicuous as an inflationist, he leading the 
advanced body of those who thought the 
country was suffering for more and cheaper 
money. He wag then demanding an issue of 
$800,000,000 legal-tenders, receivable in 
payment for duties on imports as well as in 
payment of all other debts, public and 
private; and he was especially opposed to 
the legal suggestion of any day when specie 
payments might be resumed. He was there- 
fore the adyocate of a legal-tender issue 
which was td be permanently irredeemable. 
Mr. Ferny has, in addition to being an in- 
flationist, been an extreme protectionist. 
He belongs to that class of statesmen who 
argue that, when a tax is laid upon an im- 
ported article, it is the foreigner who sells it 
to us and not the consumer who is compelled 
to pay the tax; and that if we had a tariff 
rigutfully adjusted we could make the peo- 
ple of other countries pay all our taxes. In 
the recent interview, in defending his propo- 
sition to make greenbacks receivable for 


| duties on imports, he made the following re- 


markable statement : 

If the Government wants gold to pay its debts, let 
it go and buy it, just as the merchant does. Then the 
loss in the premium would be distributed over all of 
u big rich country, instead of falling unjustly upon 
one class of men. 

Can it be that Mr. Frery imagines that the 
importing merchant loses whatever premium 
he has to pay for gold with which to pay his 
duties, and that he does not distribute it over 
the whole rich country? And how is it that 
the foreigner, while actually paying the duty, 
escapes the premium on the gold with which 
he pays it? We have a lively recollection of 
the ability with which Mr. Ferry has demon- 
strated that a duty on lumber is not a tax up- 
on consumers, but it is a tax paid by the 
foreign producer. But this is a small matter. 
Mr. Ferry, while retaining all of his original 
inflation ideas, is not disposed to disturb the 
law of last session,—which law, by the way, 
is wholly innocent of any force or operation. 
He accepted that law as a compromise, and 
he added : 

I was in favor of putting off a date for resumption 
as long as possible. In fact I opposed any date at all. 
I believed resumption would be arrived at more easily 
by the natural growth of trade, and by encouraging 
the prosperity af the country. 

This is a revival of the old and long-ex- 
ploded theory of ‘‘ growing up” to specie 
payments. The War was closed nearly eleven 
years ago, and we have been “ growing up” 
to specie payments ever since. The growth 
has been irregular, and seemingly is as short 
of the desired measurement as it has been at 
any time since the War. We have more 
greenbacks outstanding now than we had in 
1868, and the greenbacks themselves are now 
sold at the street corners and by auction 
for less than they brought in 1870. In the 
meantime, the productions of the United 
States have grown hugely since 1865; 
a million of people who were then merely 
consumers and destroyers have become pro- 
ducers; the means of transportation have 
been nearly doubled; there is no branch 
of human industry that has not been 
developed; we have within three years sold 
of our surplus productions nearly five thou- 
sand millions of dollars, adding that much to 
our national wealth. Still, we have not 
grown perceptibly towards specie payments. 
In March, 1870, greenbacks sold in New 
York at 90 cents in gold; the price at various 
times in 1871, 1872, and 1873 advanced as 
high as 94 cents. Greenbacks have ruled 
during the last six months from 85 to 90 
cents, and yet Mr. FPrnry thinks the country 
will grow up to specie payments, particularly 
if the day for resuming be postponed indefi- 
nitely. 

After the thorough and painful exposure 
of Mr. WILL Purures’ ignorant state- 
ments concerning the financial affairs of 
France by Mr. Scnonz, Mr. Frnrry, like the 
inflation organs, repeats the fallacy. Mr. 
Fenny gets off this statement:

Two months ago 
it had paid to the Bank $141,000,000, and bank 
notes to thatamount had been destroyed by the 
Bank. Within less than two years, about 
one-fourth of the legal-tenders in circulation 
had been called in and burned, rendering be- 
yond all question the certainty of specie pay- 
ment in January, 1878. 

This is the way in which France has been 
“growing up” to specie payments. She 
fixed the day absolutely, and at once begun 
the cancellation of legal-tenders at the rate 
of $70,000,000 a year. Had Mr. Ferry been 
in France, he would have endeavored to re- 
lieve the industries of the country by dupli- 
cating the amount of currency and prohibit- 
ing the mention of any day for resumption. 
He would have electrified France by proving 
that a cheap and ple=tiful currency, having a 
fluctuating value, was the best that 
could be invented, especially if it was 
made interconvertible into bonds, payable in 
turn in currency. That is something they 
never thought of in France. Over there they 
had the old-fashioned notion that the best 
way to get rid of a depreciated currency was 
to take it up and not issue it again; and that 
the best way to resume specie payments was 
to fix a day for that purpose, and then pro- 
ceed to get the currency out of the way by 
that date. France is growing up to specie 
payments, has actually kept its currency 
nearly at par by the assurance of its coin re- 
demption on a day fixed, and long before the 
day specified specie payments will be a fact. 


It is impossible yet to name the man with 
certainty who will win in the race for the

Like our own Jeffersonians, he has evidently 
joined the swallow-tails, and donned kids and 
ruflles, and will put on a clean shirt through 
the session, thus setting at defiance all the 
time-honored precedents and traditions of the 
Democracy. There is a suspicion of truth in 
the announcement, because it was made pub- 
lic some time since with considerable flourish 
of trumpets that he was going to Washington 
to open an elegant and ‘well-stocked estab- 
lishment with future references to the 
Speakership. Since his elegant mansion, fine 
wines, private card-tables, and generous outfit 
have not made any impression upon the 
Democracy, and the other candidates have 
preferred the good old Democratic precedent 
of rye and Bourbon, such as may be found 
in the simpler and less ambitious bar-roomb, 
and at cheaper prices, the fastidious Frn- 
wanpo shrinks back in horror from such 
associations, and will not soil his saintliness 
with such common contact. There will not 
be wanting those who will apply the fable of 
the fox and the grapes to Frrnanpo, but we 
are content to believe that he is honest in his 
declarations, and that he is no longer a 
Short-Hair, but a Swallow-Tail. Itis sad to 
reflect, however, that this ends his usefulness 
as a Democrat.

THE LAKE-FRONT PROPERTY. 

The demand of the Aldermen that there 
should be a direct proposition for a purchase 
of the three blocks on the lake front hasbeen 
answered, in order te put this phase of the 
controversy at rest, by Mr. Doveias’ offer to 
the Comptroller. But this offer presents a 
new complication in the qualifying phrase 
that the sum of $800,000 shall cover any 
expenses or costs occasioned by litigation or 
claims.” 
some of the Aldermen to mean that the city 
shall guarantee the Railroad Company, at the 
time of transferring the property, against all 
other claims than those which the city has. 
We do not believe that this is the intention. 
To begin with, the Council has no right te go 
outside of the city’s claim, and would scarce- 
ly do so if it had It is not 
likely, therefore, that Mr. Dovenas 
would ask an impossibility. The prop- 
osition probably means that Mr. Dovexas 
is willing to pay $800,000 for the city’s quit- 
claim, but does not wish to buy a lot of law- 
suits. If met in the proper spirit by the 
Council, their position should be that they 
are willing to sell the city’s title to these 
three blocks for $800,000, but not willing to 
assume any law-suits. There are only two 
parties who claim any rights outside of the 
city. One is the United States Government, 
which is represented by the injunction in 
Judge Drummonn’s Court. No transaction 
can be made while this injumetior holds; 
but there is every reason to believe that the 
United States Government of its own mo- 
tion will not resist the dissolution of the in- 
junction. There will be no particular cost 
or trouble for the city to move for such 
dissolution. There only vemains, then, 
the opposition of a few owners of abut- 
ting property to dispose of. A large 
majority of these property-owners —fully 
five-sixths, we believe—have already released 
their claims, and it is believed that the others 
will do so after further reflection. At all 
events, the Railroad Company has definitely 
and finally announced that it will not pay 
one dollar towards these claims ovér and 
above the $800,000 it offers for the city’s 
quit-claim, and it is equally certain that the 
city will not pay them a dollar, nor assume 
any liability for damages. . 

This is the situation then : The transfer of 
the three blocks on terms conceded to be 
favorable to the city depends simply and sole- 
ly upon the acquiescence of three or four per- 
sons who formerly opposed to it, but whose 
interests should now dictate a contrary 
course. The only claim they could have un- 
der any circumstances is one of damage for

We do not doubt that nine-tenths of the 
West Side property-owners would yote in 
favor of a release from the $300,000 or 8400, 
000 taxes which the sale will give them, if 
they had the opportunity. There is nothing 
mow to prevent the sale except some indi- 
vidual obstinacy, which can only be a damage 
to those who indulge it, as well as to the city 
at large. 


CONCEALED WEAPONS. 
There is a statute of this State which pro- 


Wies that ‘‘ whoever shall carry concealed 
Wt apons, or in a threatening manner display 
any pistol, knife, slung-shot, brass, steel, or 
iro n knuckles, or other dgadly weapon, day 
or night, shall be fined not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. Under the authority of 
th» city charter there is an ordinance which 
provides that all persons within the limits 
of the City of Chicago are hereby prohibited 
fri um carrying, or wearing under their clothes, 
orrconcealed about their person, any pistol, 
o r colt, or slung-shot, or cross-knuckles, or 
} mackles of lead, brass, or other metal, or 
| owie-knife, or dirk-knife, or dirk, or dagger, 
‘er any other dangerous or deadly weapon.” 
The same ordinance provides that any police- 
man may, without a warrant, arrest any per- 
son found in the act of carrying such con- 
cealed weapon, and detain such person in 
jail until a warrant can be obtained. The 
Justice is required to confiscate the weapon,

months, or both. 

Now, here is ample law and authority for 
the active interposition of the police in re- 
moving one of the greatest producing causes 
of murder and violence. One of the first 
things which a man does when entering upon 
the life of a gambler, thief, burglar, rufflan, 
or rowdy is to provide himself with a re- 
volver, and such additional arms in the way 
of knives, slung-chots, and knuckles, as his 
particular line of business may suggest. The 
possession of these arms is followed by their 
use upon the least provocation. All that is 
necessary to produce provocation is a few 
drinks of 40-rod whisky, and all the induce- 
nients and provocations and means of mur- 
der and violence are conjoined. A man 
vrith a pistol or a knife in his pocket is 
ten times more liable to get into 
a fight or disturbance, or to kill or be killed, 
than he would be if unarmed. Relying on 
bis weapons, he never seeks to avoid the 
occasion of a fracas; on the contrary, if 
stimulated by whisky, he pushes himself into 
tlie disturbance, and either shoots or stabs, 
or is shot or stabbed, purely as a result of his 
being armed. 

But the carrying of arms by the professedly 
etiminal class is the worst form of crime. 
‘These persons are naturally desperate, and 
being armed are all the more desperate. 
They live at open war against society; they 
have engaged in occupations in which they 
defy law, honesty, and society. To them a 
violent death is but incidental to and one of 
the probabilities of the life they have chosen. 
The use of arms, therefore, by them is 
but a part of their ordinary business. 
Oarrying arms is a crime, but it 
is essential to the business of a 
thief and burglar, and of a gambler, 
who carry their lives in their hands. Carry- 
ing arms is a crime, but itis no worse than 
that of robbery by force,—the pistol, or knife, 
or slung-shot is essential to the footpad or 
the assassin, or the coarsely brutal bully who 
commits violence for violence sake. Disarm 
these people, and the necessary implements 
of their trade would be taken from them. 
Deprive the budding ruffian and rowdy of his 
pistol and his knife, and he will take pains to 
avoid the occasion of violence. 

We have the law prohibiting the carrying 
of these weapons. We have the law author- 
izing the arrest, without warrant, of every 
man carrying, concealed, any of these 
weapons, the confiscation of the weapons, 
and the fine and imprisonment of the offend- 
pa |

on the streets. In almost every instance of 
the arrest of such persons there will be found 


concealed weapons. Let him also direct the 


summary arrest of all rowdies and rufflans in 
the streets and hanging around saloons and 
bar-rooms whenever there is reason to suspect 
the possession of arms. A thousand revol- 
vers and a3 many dirk-knives and other 
deadly could be confiscated in a 
week if the police would exercise their au- 
thority and enforce the law. 


THE LAKEFRONT PURCHASE. 

We invite the careful attention of the city 
officers, the Corporation Counsel, property- 
owners, and citizens generally, to an article 
we print this morning giving an abstract of 
the title to the property known as the Lake- 
Front. 

This article is written by one of the ablest 
lawyers in Illinois, and by a gentleman who 
has never been, and is not now, interested 
professionally or pecuniarily in any question 
connected with the property. As a citizen 
his whole interest would be in sympathy with 


„Chicago. Inthe course of his professional 


business he had to investigate and trace out 
this title, and he gives us the benefit of his 
researches that we may lay it before the pub- 
lic. We make this explanation to show that 
the paper was not prepared in the interest of 
any party. 

It will be seen from this abstract that there 
is considerable misa ion on this sub- 
ject, and that the claim or title of the City of 
Chicago to any part of the three blocks north 
of Monroe street is totally insubstantial. 
The title to the two blocks from Randolph 
to Madison street is now, and always has 
been, absolutely and unconditionally in the 
United States. To the land embraced within 
those blocks the city and State have no 
title whatever, and there is no riparian 
right attaching to that part of the land at all. 
The title to the block of land between Madi- 
son and Twelfth streets was the property of 
the State when the Lake-Front bill passed in 
1869. The State then granted so much of 
said tract as lies between Monroe street and 
Park Row, Michigan avenue and the tracks 
of the Lilinois Central Railroad, to the City 
of Chicago, and that property the city now 
holds in fee. The same act granted to the 
Illinois Central Railroad Company in fee, 
with all riparian rights, the submerged and 
other lands east of the railroad tracks, ex- 
tending from the south pier of the river to 
the Illinois Central round-house. The third 
grant made@by the act was to the three rail- 
road companies of the three blocks north of 
Monroe street, extending east to the railroad 
tracks. Twoof these blocks belong to the 
United States; the other, until the date of 
the Lake-Front bill, belonged to the State. 

These grants to the Railroad Company were 
made upon the condition that $800,000 
should be paid to the city. The repeal of 
the Lake-Front act by a subsequent Legisla- 
ture is not regarded as legally revoking a 
grant which has been accepted and acted 
upon. The absolute ownership of the block 
between Madison anc Monroe streets is in 
the Railroad Company, and the injunction of 
Judge Drummonp does not apply to this 
block. The non-acceptance of the $800,000, 
or the refusal to give a deed, by the city, 
can in no wise divest the Railroad Company 
of its rights to the land outside the railroad 
tracks and in front of all the land lying be- 
tween the river and Twelfth street. 

From this review and abstract of the title 
to this land it will be seen that the city has 
really nothing to sell. It is denied that the 
city can claim that the repeal of the Lake- 
Front act restored things to their previous 
condition, and therefore the city must look 
at the question as if that act had not been re- 
pealed. 

According to this abstract, all the city has a 
right to claim in the premises is the payment 
of the $800,000; and it has a claim to this, 
not in consideration of its conveying any 
right or title to any part of the three blocks, 
but because the payment of that sum to the 
city is part of the consideration required by 
the State for the several grants made by the 
State to the Llinois Central Railroad Com- 


pany. 

The City of Chicago has no other claim in 
the matter than to receive so much money as 
the State has assigned to her; the Railroad 
Company receiving its title to the riparian 
rights and to the three blocks direct from the 
State, and not through the city at all. 

We again invite the attention of all citi- 
zens and of the Common Council to this can- 
did statement of the case from an entirely 
disinterested person, fully competent and ex- 
perienced to give a judgment thereon. It is 
well to understand fully the actual facts of 
the subject before indulging in any wild or 
extravagant action.

If this rumor be true, there 
can be no profit in the contract, unless the 
monopolists raise the price to 10 cents a 
glass, and how they can do that with the 
acres uf beer-saloons just outside the grounds 
that will sell at 5 cents is not apparent. In 
addition to the pangs of the monopolists, it 
is intimated that no royalty is to be charged 
upon wines and strong liquors. If these ru- 
mors are true, then the Philadelphia beer 
establishment has paid a most ruinous price 
for its privilege, and the beer-venders out- 
side the grounds will be in clover.

THE NATION’S WARDS. 
GEN. POPE'S INDIAN EXPERIENCE. 

Wasuixeror, D. C., Nov. 30.—The report of 
Drevet Alaj.-Gen. Jobn Pope, commanding the 
Department of the Missouri, after reviewing at 
some length the campaigns against hostile In- 
dians in the Department during the past year, 
gays: 

All bands of Indians in the Southwest, the 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes, Kiowas and Coman- 
ches, are pow at their ree ive agencies, brought 
there by military force after a campaign of eight 
months of almost unprecedented hard- 
ship and exposure, and after a heavy 
expense to the Government. They are brought 
there, too, entirely subdued, and in such con- 
dition and under such circumstances that there 
is net the least danger, in my opinion, of any 
further troubie with them, if only they are 
treated with common humanity and dealt with 
with even ordinary hovesty. Unless they are 
properly fed, they must either suffer the pangs 
of bunger or starve to death. To see that they 
are eo cared for as the Government as well as 
bumanity demands, and as the usual appropria- 
tions of Congress provide for, is a duty devolved 
upon anotber department of the Government. 
If bonestly performed in the future. as I am 
— to believe it has not been in the past, 
further troubles with these Indians may be con- 
sidered at an end. 

Referring to 

FEEDING THE INDIANS 
he | It presumed, though without 
positive knowledge, that the appropriations 
made bv Congress, if honestly disbu and ju- 
diciously distributed, will be sufficient for this 
purpose, apd I cannot, in view of the peace of 
this frontier and bonor and good faith of thes 
Goverument, too strongly urge taat thie subject 
be closely looked after, anc that measures more 
vigorous and efficient than those hitberto pur- 
gued be adopted and enforced without delay. 
The military forces have done and are doing 
well all they bave the right or power to do, and 
cannot and oughé not to be held in any manner 
accountable for any further hostilities with 
these Indians due to bad treatment 
and want of food at the Agencies to 
which they have been forced to return. and 
where they now are. It is with painful re- 
luctance that the military forces take the field 
against Indians who only leave their reserva- 
tions because they are starved there, and who 
must hunt food for themselves and their families 
or see them perish with hunger. It is revolting 
to any humane man to see such things dove, and 
far more to be required to be the active party to 
commit violence upon forlorn Indians who, 
under the pressure of such necessity, only do 
WHAT ANY MAN WOULD DO 

under lire circumstances. I desire to say with 
all emphasis; what every army officer on the 
frontier will corroborate, that there is no 
class of men in this country who are so 
disinclined to war with the Indians as the army 
stationed amoug them. The army has nothing 
to gain by a war with the Indiaas. On the con- 
trary. it bas everything to lose. In euch a war 
it suffers all the bardsnios and privations. and, 
exposed aa it is to the charge of assassination if 
Indians are killed, to thé charge of ineificiency 
ifthey are not, to misrepresentation bv the 
Agents who fatten on the plunder of the Indians,

‘and mieunderstood by wortby people at a dis- 


tance who are deceived by these very Agents 
and their following. the soldier has littie 
to expect from public feeling. Nevertheless, 
he is so placed under the present arrangements 
and orders that be bas no power whatever ou the 
Iodian reservations to redress or prevent wrongs 
which drive Indians to war. Oo the contrary, at 
the demand of the verv Agent whose unfair 
dealing with Indiaus has brought on the difiicul- 
ty, he is obliged to pursue and force back to the 
same deplorable state and piace indians whom 
he kuew to bave been wronged, and who have 
onle done substantially whet he would have 
done bimeelf under lise provocation. Such a re 
lation to Indian affairs and Inijian Agents is 
UNJUST AND UNFAIR TO THE ARMY, 
and a serious injury both to the interests of the 
overnment and the weil-being of the Indiaos. 
All posts in the Department require some, and 
several of them quite extensive repsirs. 

He expresses the opinion that the mainteoance 
of small posts 1s inexpedient, and says it is not 
necessary for the defensive or ageressive duty 
required of the troops. It greaciy increases the 
expense, and it is a positive injurv to the dis- 
ciphine and efficiency of the troovs themselves. 

GEN. SCHOFIELD'’S BEPORT. 

The report of Maj.-Gen. J. M. Schofield, com- 
mandiog the military division of the Pacific, 
after referring to improvements, changes, 
transfers of troops, etc., made at the sev- 
eral posts, recommends that Camp Halleck, 
Nevada, be gradually enlarged and improved as 
the funds at the disposal of the War Department 
may justify, until it is capable of accommodating 
three companies under a field officer. The Gen- 
erat says: It is with much reluctance that I 
have been forced to the belief that the transfer 
of the Indian Bureau to the War Department is 
@ becessity of tne ;ublic service. The events of 
the past few years have demonstrated the utter 
inability of a civil department of the Govern- 
ment to maintain the necessary apntrol over the 
uncivilized Indians. The effort to control them 
through civil agents while at peace on their res- 
ervations, and turn them over to the army when 
they leave their reservations or commit acts of 
hostility, has proved, as might have 
been expected. a most efficient mode of producing 
war. Tus officers of the army are compeiled to 
stand idly by, powerless for good, wulle their 
promises to the Indians made at the termination 
of previous hostilities are being thwarted, and 
the dictates of wiedom, justice; and even com- 
mon honesty. disregarded ia the daily treatment 
of the helpless savage, who has no possible 
means of redress but escape from a reservation 
whee his life is made intolerable, then the army 
is called npon to pursue the Indians. force them 
back on their reservationa, aod punish them for 
disobedience. Thus a war is inaugurated which 
could not have bappened if the Indians had been 
under military control. It is 

AN ENTIRE MISTAKE 

to suppose that tho proposed transfer of the In- 
dian Bureau necessarily means a departure from 
the peace policy,” that policy which is the dic- 
tate alike of wisdom, justice, and bumanity, 
which has been adopted by the present Execu- 
tive, and is nat likely to be abandoned by aay of 
his successors, unless under influences of new 
surroundings. Military management means 
simply more economical, just, uviform, and con- 
gistent execution of the Executive will. It 
means permanence in the mode of dealing with 
the Indians throngh the sgency of life-tenure 
Officera, who havo spent most of their active 
lives among the Indians, who know 
their character and wants, and 
who have every possible motive for 
dealing with them wisely aud justiy. It means 
todo away with the constant fluctuations of 

licy, the contioual disturbances of pre-exist- 
ng arrangements, and frequent di rd of 
treaties or promises which have led the Indians 
to an most total disbelief in the faith of the 
means

and security, giving even @ greater oppor- 


tumity for the labors of Christian missionaries to 
civilize and instruct the savage tribes.

i LIBERIA. 
LATEST FROM THE COMPLICATIONS AND THE RE- 
CENT FIGHT. 
New Yorr, Nov. 39.—News to the Ast of Oc- 


tober has been received from Liberia, including 
an account of the battle of the 10th. The fol- 
lowing is a synopsis of a letter from Monrovia 
to the Secretary of the Colonization Society here: 
„All the inland settlements have been aban- 
doned, and the inhabitants are as Latrobe. The 
greater portion of them have lost all. On the 
10th inst. our troops made an attack on a 
large native town which isin sight of Harper, 
aod were repulsed and retreated io disorder, 
several being killed and wounded, leaving in 
the bands of the enemy three field-pieces, with 
ammunition, which were turned upon Latrobe. 
The troops will not likely renew the attack 
without cannon, and the Government is unable 
to maintain so large a force for any — Se 
of time. For them to leave would be for the 
enemy to overrun the country. The native 
coalition is both wide and deep, extending from 
Bassa, 40 miles below Cape Palmas, between 
Grand Taboo and Barreby, to the windward of 
the Grebo territories. The treasury is empty, 
and the public credit well nich exnausted. Ic is 
said that Eoglish influence bas been active in 
instigating the natives of Cape Palmar, and the 
arrival of every Eoglish schooner from down 
the coast brings to the enemy quantities of am- 
munition and guns.

The adjourned conference of the County 
Building Committee, Council Committee on Pub- 
lie Baiidings, Board of Public Works, and the 
architects, Messrs, Tilley and Egan, in regard to 
the little unpleasant hitch m the proposed new 
Court-House plans, was held in the office of the 
Board of Public Works, City-Hall, yesterday af- 
teruoon. 

The following named gentlemen were present: 
Ald. Stout, Coey, Schaffner, R. Stone, Warren, 
and Foley, County Commissioners Burdick, Lon. 
ergan, Johnson, Guenther, Clough, and Craw- 
ford: Messers. Prindiville, Thompson, and Wahl, 
of the Board of Public Works, Mayor Colvin, 
and Messrs. Tilley, Armstrong, and Egan. 

The meeting was called to order at ten min- 
utes to 8 o'clock by Mr. Clough, who nominated 
Mayor Colvin for Chairman, which was agreed 
to. That gentleman said that Mr. Burdick had 
been previously chosen Chairman, and, as such, 
should preside. 

Mr. Budwk then took the chair. He stated 
that the object of the meeting was, as be under- 
stood it, to hear the report in the matter of the 
difference between the city and county in regard 
to the county building, to be submitted by the 
Board of Public Works.

Mr. Egan took the floor, stated that he 
agreed in all that Mr. Wab said, If they 
(the architects) were to do a ng, 
it was their daty to do it.

WANIED THEIR DUTIES DEFINED, 

Mr. wanted to know precisely what was 
wanted.

M as the architects might have a dis- 
position to agree, unless the gentlemen present 
toak the matter in hand there would be ne chance 
for it. 

Mr. Burdick stated that it was for the Com- 
mittees to sav whether the architects should 
change the plans irrespective of the work already 
done, It was a very important matter to know, 
as Mr. Egan had suggested. 

THE MAYOR ELUCIDATES. 

Mayor Colvia arose and stated that he had 
taken a yery deep interest in the matter, and it 
was one of very great imvortance to the public. 
The report of the Board of Public Works did 
not meet hia expectations. as regarded the in- 
structions received by them at last meeting 
held on the 24th inst. The report gave no in- 
formation. It simply said that Mr. Triley’e plan 
could pot be adopted. He and Mr. should 
come together and make a new elevation on the 
old interior plan as adopted by the county. If 
they decided that could not be done, what should 
be done? Duect or instruct them to 
new plans or adopt Egan's present plan? 

From the tenor of the report, his judgment 
was that Egan was the best plan. At least. 
that was apparently the opinion of the Board of 
Public Works, and he had great respect for tuat 
opinion. If they wanted such a building, they 
should have it; all he wanted to see was uni- 
formity. 

A SURPRISED OFFICIAL. 

At this stage Mr. Thompson arose, and stated 
that he was surprised at the statements mace 
by Mr. Tilley after all that had been said in the 
conferences of the Board. He thought they 
could make an entire change of the pian of ele- 
vation. And. though he was no architect, hs 
thought the outlines need not be changed, and 
they could retain the interior. 

Mr. Wahl thought that the architects had 
agreed to change the exterior and keep the out- 
lines iotact. "He liked Tilley’s buil It was 
vice and elaborate ia design. It would cost over 
$4,000,000, and was entirely too elaborate. It 
was one of those buildmgs that would probabty 
be made to cost $10,000,070 or $11,000,000.

AN OFFICER WITHOUT 4 SALABY. 

Ever since the creation of theoffias of 
Marshal, the public at large, the police, aod 
officials gewerally, have been well aware that thi) 
position was at best but a sinecure,—in fact, stil’ 
worse, as it was merely a clog on the wheels of 
the police administration. Whatever the Super- 
intendent of Police might adopt had first to pass 
the critical eve of the City Marshal before be- 
coming an order, and, asthe City Marshal was 
some outsider who kvew little or nothing about 
police affairs, while the Superictendent was a 
former patrolman who bad worked bimself up in 
tbe Department, nothing but clashing and jar- 
ring of opinions was tbe result, and no time 
was left for action. Stoce the office 
was vacated by Mr. Dunlap, Capt. Hickey 


course thus far has resulted io the most decided 


descriptions that bas been waged in this city for 
years. He evidendiy has not needed the assist- 
ance’ of a Marsbal, and the probabilities are that 
if such an office were filled by any of the men 
whose pames have been mentioned for the po- 
sition the town might have been overrun with 
thieves, as it was before Hickey took control.

A little pumping on the part of the reporter 
brought out the fact that there was no money in 
the Treasurv that could be paid out to any such 
otticer as City Marshal, and tbat ex-Marshal 
Dunlap had been unable to obtain bis salary for 
the time which he occupied the office. After re- 
signing, Oct. 15, he delegated the Sec 
retary of the Police Department, Dr. Ward, to 
obtain bis salary and forward it to him. Dr. 
Ward proceeded with his autbority to the Comp- 
troller, but was refused the money, as there was 
no fund from which it could be paid. The 
Compuroller pointed out the fact that at the time 
the Appropriation bill was passed. June 30, 
1875, there was an injunction restrairing the 
Council from adopting the ordinance creating 
the City Marshalehip, and accordingly the Coun- 
cil made no appropriation for the office. The 
Com ctrolier applied for an opinion in the mat- 
ter to the Corporation Counsel, and was an- 
svered with an opinion directly to the Comp- 
troller. Not satisfied with the manner in which 
the question at issue was stated by the Comp- 
troller, Dr. Ward himself stated the question, 
and requested the opinioa of the Corporation 
Counsel.

“ETERNAL VIGILANCE” IS THE PRICE—WILL YOU 
PAY IT? 
To the Editor of The Chacace Iribwune: 

Cutoaco, Nov. 30.—The efforts put forth by 
our business men in order to secure such glori- 
ous results, and the prompt following up of that 
work evinced by the prosecution and conviction 
of repeaters, and the fair prospect for pulling 
hemp enjoyed by another of their number 
Davis—is only a fair sample of what cab be done 
when the average American citizen gets down to 
business and illustrates the truth of the adage 
that ‘‘eternal vigilance is the price of liberty ” 
so thoroughly that it is to be hoped no danger of 
loss is to be apprebended by any abatement of 
that vigilance, now so useful in this city. 

There need be no fear of beneficial results in 
many ways, 80 long as this wa'chfuiness is mani- 
fested by these same business men.

Every perpendicular mind will answer at once, 
les; bat alas for us, political fields, like 
moral vineyards, are thickly peopled by the good- 
resolution brethren; and it requires ao occa- 
sional revival in both domains to keep the 
brethren up to the work. If our good 
people keep pegging away at worthiess officials, 
and robbers, and murderers, and repeaters, they 
will win in time, but, should they rest on their 
laurels, stop at the conviction of une or two re- 
peaters, the stringing up of one murderer, the 
spasmodic raiding of afew of the lowest—not 
the worst—dens of infamy, while the high-toned 
ones are not molested, it will not be long until 
the old order of things will be restored. Gam- 
blers, repeaters, and cut-throats will in hold 
higb revel, and the city be but little ter for 
the short, though brilliant, spasm of virtue 
with which its citizens were seized.

Te tha Editor of The Chicaco Tribune: 
Oxicaao, Nov. 30.—I have had occasion to ex- 
amine an abstract of title that led me to the 
legal history of the Lake-Front, and at a leisure 
hour I prepared the following paper, thinking it 
might be useful to you im any editorial discus- 
sion of the subject in Tux Tursoxz. I have no 
interest in the question, direcil; or indirectly, 
except that of any other citizen or tax-payer : 

It may be of use to the Aldermen and Comp- 
trolier who are now dealing with this question 
to have an abstract of the title to the above 
tract of land, and the riparian rights attached 
thereto. They seem to be either ignorant, or to 
bave a vast amount of misiaformation, upon the 
subject. 

It appears from the case of Wilcox ve. Jack- 
son, reported in 13 Peters, 498, a case decided by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, that 
fractional Bec. 10, embracing the terri- 
tory bounded by Madison and State 
streets, Chicago avenue and the lake, was 
on the let of October, 1824, reserved frum sale 
for military purposes by order of Joho C. Cal- 
houn, then Secretary of War. These boundaries 
include what is now known as Fort Dearborn, 
aod Kinzie’s Additions, and accretions from the 
lake. Previous to this time, John Beau- 
bien had entered upon and at the time of the 
reservation occupied a part of the tract, on the 
south side of the river. In 1831 Kinzie 
was permitted to enter at private sale the north 
fraction of fractional Section 10, or so much of 
the section as lav north of the river. In 1834 
Beaubien undertook to pre-empt all tbat portion 
of the reservation lying south of the river, in- 
clading Fort Dearborn, aod known as the south- 
west fractional quarter, and in 1836 he ubtaived 
a certificate from tne Register of the Land- 
Office at — He conveyed to Murray 
McConnel, a well-known and eminent lawyer of 
Illinois, “ho brought the ejectment suit of Jack- 
son ve. Wilcox, who was an officer in command at 
Fort Dearborn. In that case, the Supreme 
Court of the United States decided that the land 
was not sabject to entry, and that the absolute 
title was in the Uniced States. 

Afterwards, io 1839. the Secretary of War de- 
termined to sell a portion of the reservation, and 
sent a Mr. Birobard, then Solicitor of the Trease- 
ury, to Chicago to survey. plat, and sell, tse 
same. He made and recorded the original piat 
of Fort Dearborn Addition to Chicago.” 
thie map, Michigan avenue was projected to the 
river, through land then occupied by the build- 
ings of Fort Dearborn, but the tract so occu- 
* was reserved from sale and surrounded 

dotted lines lettered line of reservation.“ 
Upon tbis map also the strip of ground between 
Randoiph and Madison streets, east of and in- 
cluding Michi avenue, was desigusted as 
“public ground, forever to remain vacant of 
buildings,” and, by a memocan lu added to the 
map, it was declared that the public eround 
between Randolph and Madison streets, and 
fronting upon Lake Michigan, is not to be occu- 
pied with buildings of any deaciiption.” 

In 1845, on motion of Ald. Scammon, the 
Street Commissioner of Chicago was directed to 
remove “the obstructions at the nor:h end of 
Michigan avenue.” Mr. Scammon's theory at 
that ume evidently was that, by the recording of 
the piat and by virtue of the act of the Legisla- 
ture of Lilinois of Feb. 27, 1883, the fee in Mich- 
igan aveoue vested in the City of Chicago 
in trust for the public and subject to 
the control of the wunicipal authorities. 
As this proposed action involved the destruc- 
tion ofa part of the United States — 1 
the Attorney Genera! interposed and applied for 
an injunction to restraio the action of the Street 
Commissiover. The case went tothe Supreme 
Court of the United States upon a certificate of 
division io opigion between the Judges of the 
District and Circuit Courts upon the question 
“whether making and recording the map did 
not convey the legal estate in the streets to the 
City of Chicago so as to authorize said city to 
keep them open.” 

The Zu reme Court decided that the making 
aud recording of the map had no such effect, 
and that the fee was in the United States. The 
case is reported in 7 Howard, 185. Judge Dram- 
mond took the same view of this question in the 
case of the United States vs. Inos Cen- 
tral Railroad Company, reported in 2d Bieseil, 
and applied the rule of the Supreme Court to 
the tract of land ioe between Randolph and 
Madison streets. Unless the foregoing facts can 
be coniroverted, or the decisions of the Supreme 
Court reversed, it 1s apparent that the City of 
Chicago has no interest, legal or equitable, to 
that tract. The property-owners abutting upon 
it, and the public at large, may have an ease- 
ment for sir, and light, and outlook, but no 
riparian right can attach thereto except for the 

otection of the easement. Why is it, then, 

at the IIlinou Central Railroad Company is 
ready to pay to the City of Chicago a large sum 
for a deed, which can convey no title, and which 
in itself will not be worth the paper it may 
be written on? It is Peel because 
the managers of that Company under- 
stand that it holds very valuable 
grants from the State of illinois upon the condi- 
tion that it shall pay or be ever ready and will- 
ing to pey $800,000 to the city. And this leads 
us to a further investigation of the title to the 
Laké- Front. 

The tract of land between Madison and 
Twelfth streets, fronting on the lake and known 
as fractional Sec. 15, was granted to the State 
of Liimois for constructing the canal. To this 

ot undoubtedly all riparian rights are at- 
ached. The Canal Commissioners designated 
the open space between the line of blocks aud 
the lake as Michigan avenue.” They bave 
never parted with the title of the State except as 
they have dedicated this strip of land for a pub- 
lic street. In 1852, the city by ordinance au- 
thorized the Illinois Central Railway to con- 
struct and operate its road along the route now 
occupied by it, aod 400 feet east of the 
west line of the avenue. Thus the title stood 
when, m 1869, the Legislatare passed the act 
known as the Lake-Front act. is act contains 
four several grants, as follows: 

First—A grant in fee to the City of Chicago 
of the land between Monroe street and Park 
row and Michi avenue as now known and the 
Tliinois Cen tracks. There is po reason to 
suppose that this grant is inoperative.
